Households were requested not to 
“ under any circumstances,” b uy more 
than one and one-quarter p ounds of 
clear b eef weekly, or one and one- 
half p ounds, including the hone, for 
each p erson in the household. 
Hotels and restaurants were asked 
not to serve b oiled b eef more than 
two meals weekly, steak more than 
one meal weekly and roast b eef more 
than one meal weekly.

Among the p risoners taken were 
six officers, a major, a cap tain and 
four lieutenants. 
All were p oorly 
clad and some had p ieces of b read 
tied to their uniforms with string. 
The p risoners were glad to b e cap ­ 
tured and several exp ressed a desire 
to go to the United States after the 
war to live. 
They said that all p lans of the 
Germans call for ending the war next 
fall. 
Record in Priso ners 
The b arn in which the p risoners 
were confined at the rear of

American lines held more p risoners 
of war than the United States has 
had in one b uilding in more than fifty 
years. 
It is comp aratively quiet along the 
Marne sector.

railroad. We passed several Ameri­ 
can train in g camps. There is a large 
American aviation field here. 


Comin g in to harbor we cou ld see 
tho. green hills covered with 
white 
bu ildin gs. Fran ce is certain ly a beau 
tifu l cou n try an d it seems a shame 
an d sad in deed 
the way it is bein g | 
destroyed. We were taken 
off 
the j 
boat an d marched to a camp bu ilt by 
Napoleon for his prison ers. It is pe r­ 
haps on e-half mile squ are su rrou n d­ 
ed by a high ston e wall. We are n ow 
station ed at a very popu lar su mmer 
resort, con sistin g mostly of hotels. 
We have taken over a n u mber of ho­ 
tels an d chu rches, remodelin g th-mi 
in to hospitals. Ou r trip on the ocean 
was u n even tfu l. We had a con voy of 
fou r torpedo boats an d the last day 
an d two n ights wu * wore ou r life pre­ 
servers con tin u ally. We were at the* 
camp for three days an d then order­ 
ed to where we are n ow, a won der­ 
fu l two days’ trip. The Fren ch train s 
are divided in to three compartmen ts, 
first, secon d an d third. The officers 
an d n u rses rode in the first while we 
rode In the secon d an d third. There 
were eight in

compartmen t, 
makt, makin it Impossible for u s *o 
sleep.
